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University-city fire contract 
yearly question, officials say 



A propoaed vrttten contract for fire 

protection between K-State and Manhat- 
tan has been discussed yearly since 1962 
but has failed to materialize because leg- 
islated fttnde were never made available. 
University officials said this week. 

K-State now has a "cooperative ar- 
rangement" — unsigned — with Manhat- 
tan whereby the city provides fire-fighting eqofp> 
ment for major fires. 

The unsigned agreement was criticized re- 
cently by a private firm wbich rates tire pro- 
tection capabilities for 300 fire insurance com- 
panies authorised to do business In Kansas. 

THE FIRM, Kansas Inspection Baragm of To- 
peka, gave K-State a rating of "10," the worst 
rating on the 10-point scale. Failure to have a 
alpied agreement, an alleged Inefflelent Ura 
alarm system and faujty eqaipmeat wara tbe majw 
reasons for the low rating. 

Unlverilty and Manhattan c^etala apparently 
are satisfied with only an oral agreement, even 
if tbe bureau prefers agreemenu be written. 

C. Glyda Jones, vice prMldent for University 
development, said the city has been very respon- 
sive In sending equipment to campus when need-

Two tt«w tmtnietora gum to K-StiliS al tli* 
■ame time, in the middle 'SOs. Both wr* 
ambitions and dedicated to their fields. 

But the similarity seems to end there. 

One looii rwallMd that reMai*^ WM tha 
naaw of the game in academe. He quickly 
marched to the beat of the hallowed tune 
"Publish or Perish" and cranked out pub- 
lished research reports like a high-geared 
Mdioiuly suKi^liia. 

HIS TEACHING duties were a thom-in- 
the-flesh to his research interests. His unde- 
fined classroom objectives were smothered in 
dtaorgaalMd tetidiliig metboda. Studtnts took 
his oooraes only because they had to and they 
left the oourw U^a wiamt than iAa& fhay 
started. 

But he didn't care. Research — ^published re- 
Mardfc—meaat reoognttion; reaearch meant 
teeulty nmk advaaoameat; and raaaareh 
meant fat salary Increases. 

The second instructor took a different atti- 
tude. He felt a strong need not only to ef- 
fectlvely teach the under^asmiaii but also to 
motivate him in learning. THilt instructo? 
made certain his classroom preparation was 
more than adequate, his teaching objectives 
were clearly defined and his methods and 
taebnlqiMa of laitnietloii w«r« propai^ or-

Tet the situation is an 
all -too-accurate reflection of t h e research 
domination over teaching malady which haa 
gripped univeralUea since World War H, a 
malady whl^ la only now feilliif the fint 
surgei^ of correction. 

A Btody on "Inter-relatlonshlps with Pub- 
lication Record and Monetary Reward" re- 
cently completed by the Ottlce of Stducatlo&al 
ReiMfeh eoiudtided 'ICBU admintatratom baye 
been at least minimally sensitive to and ap- 
preciative of both t e ac Mn g aUU and scholarly 
productivity." 

But the sensitlTi^ here aa well aa at o^mp 
imlveraltleB haa been palnftilly alow t& com- 
ing. The atudy found only a alight correla- 
tion between teaching effectiveness and mone- 
tary reward. The correlation was slightly 
better for effecUve teacbera who alM ba'ra 
bnOt good ptOUeation leoords.

The demand by universities for good re- 
searchers was tremendous. There was a short- 
age in the market The reaearcber who was 
w^-known-^Uw one who poblldied a lot— 
oomd almost write his ticket at any univer- 
sity. So In order to keep him the university 
who had him had to pay the price. And since 
then, as now, there was only ae much money 
to go anrand the vaSrwtiij paid dispropor- 
tionately lower aalarles to those instructors 
whe were not as well-known — the ones who 
usually taught better and published lew. 

This situation has eased somewhat In recent 
years. Expanded graduate programa hafe pro- 
dnoed many more reaeardiera to supply tiie 
needs of industry, government and academe. 
"pM supply and demand la in better balance. 

NOW 18 the time also for administrators to ^ 
put In better balance the relationship of ef-

The first steps to do this have been taken.

The Board of Regents' hardline dedeloii last 
we^ to enforce the "freedom to pursue aca- 
demic alms by all segments of our colleges 
and untverslties" brings some immediate 
thoughts to mind. 

First, the Regents managed. In this elec- 
tion year, to piiU an optortone poUtlcal more 
whfcfa would appease ttm state's legiilators, 
govenmr and psjranti» 

THE TiaONO was perfaet A recent Qallup 
poll has revealed the American people con- 
sider campus unreit tlie No. 1 pttman faeSm 
abiB nation. 

Second, the Regents' move is a gamble. It 
is difficult to iee where it Is enforceable If 
students do decide to disrupt dasses. Threat 
of mspension hat been used for some time as 
a measure to keep smdente Itoai fiibslliiig. It 
hasn't woriced. 

Besides, left to the presidentB to suspend 
any employee, faculty member or student 
found guilty of disruptive hehavlor. the power 
1^ raprimand loses more value.

AT TBB same thne, the Regents' statement 
hinders the administrator from tahing certain 
action when it states any deviation from the 
academic calendar of an institution "for rea- 
sons other than natural disasters must haye 
prior KB^e&nA of the Board of Regents." 

Thus, the administrators are most likely to 
lose the gamble. Action against any of a 
group of 2,000 students is difficult and action 
contrary to wishes of a select governing board 
could he downright dlaasteonsw 

Thirdly, the Regents' statement orerlooks 
some Important points about education. It 
neglects the value of a "free university" set- 
up in some areas. A day set aside between tae- 



nia, admlnistraforB and students for dlaeiiK 
(rton of national oonoems. for instance, oonld 
he nixed heeanse of the Regents' poUcgr. 

So, also, could a demonstration by students 
and facul^ exerdslng their right to dissent. 

LASTLY, students argue the Regents* " 
statement leaves out any room for student dto- . 
cussions and decisions on matters affeettng 
them directly. They say Utite else «q»e«ftf 
ed of a political move. 

The students note with regret that most Re* 
gents may not have been on a college campus 
for a long time ^cept as guests tii the ad- 
mlnlslration and thus cannot know «EaetIy 
why a student thinks about Mine things liHt 
way he does. 

For all of these reasons, then, the student 
will rule out tfae Regents' ultimatum when It 
means he can't follow his own convictions.

SXOIPIOlf Ml of the Internal Revenne Code 
forbids tax-exempt institutions to "carry on 
propaganda, or otherwise attempt to influ- 
ence legislation." The law also forbids uni- 
versities to participate or intervene in "any 
poUtlad campaign on behalf of any candidate 
for public offlce." 

These statutes limit the unlwriity to Its 
specific role — education. 

For a university to spend university funds 
In support of a political candidate would bo

Thus, the university would sacrifice its rel- 
ative 'isolation" to become a fnram tor ev- 
ery political camfidate, state and tsdwal, rmi^ 
ning for office.

If someone's making a pittflt by keeping his 
eyes shut on pollution and apparently someone 
ISi thMi tliffre also should be a way to Bttek the 
Vraat-maken with a tax on their dirty iravfc. 

Speeincally, there should be a pollution tax 
lerled against industrial plants based upon the 
amount of damaging air and water wastes they 

THE rOhlVTUm tax would 1) provide an 

Incentive to industry to minimize pollution or 
pay the price in taxes and 2) provide a source 
of ftmds to finaiu^ waste-control programs 
thronili eolleetlve aetton. 

Somewhere between the few people wbo re* 
fuse to accept the extent of pollution damage 
and the few who cry that abstention from ma- 
terialism is the pollution answer, there should 
be a praetteal approach to pcdlutlon control. 

Obvloudy, 100 pereeat piollutSoB ooBtm 
would not be a realistic goal. But we eaa 
mlse pollution at a tolerable lerei 



AND THE WAT to shake Indnstries-^e 
biggest polluters of water and air — to oome 
across with pollution control is to talk In 
language they best understand. Tbat language 
te money and taxes. 

If water and air iMtlutton discharges were 
measured regularly, and a tax levied against 
the amount of discharge, then most Industries 
vooid ftad It eoonomlcalfy sound to control 
their waste. 

Some Industries, of course, simply do not 
have the know-bow to effectively control pol- 
lution now. The tax then may drive off some 
tadnsMes unless they find mste-oontrol 
in a big hurry. 



IF ras nntUSTBT can no longer compete 
and pay the tax, the loss will have to be written 
off as one of the costs to society to provide 
a cleaner envtninment. 

But the logical theme of the pollution tax 
is "He who pollutes also should be billed for 
the damage." Industry, of course, will try to 
keep profits stable. To do this It will pass on 
the oosts of poUution control to tbe oonaumw. 

The pollntlca tax then probablr would bring 
a slower national growth rate and a reductimi 
in goods and services. High consumer costs 
would mean we would be able to buy less.

House passes crime b3l 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House voted Tues- 
day to authorize $3.1 billion ;to help state and local 
police fight crime over the next three years. Cities 
with high crime rates would get first priority in tbe 
federal aid program. 

The 842 to two roll oaU TOte to extend the 1968 Safe 
Streets Act for three years was the first major antl- 
crtaue meaaure to clear tbe House daring the Slst Congress and 
was sent to tbe fleaate. 

But Houae Democratic leader Carl Albert of Oklahoma ball- 
ed It as OTidonco that, contrary to President Nixon's com- 
pUlats, tbe Hoaae ta Itftag ap to ita obUgatloaa. 

Without referring directly to Nbion, who on several oc- 
casions baa aaaalled the Houaa for not acting on any rf hu 
18-part antiorlme paekMie, Albert aaaerted: 

•'Hopefully, passage ot the crime control and the Safe 
Streeu Act will put to rest tba Irresponsible allegations that

The day It happened should go down in 
the books of time as one of the greatest 
events in history: the day the underdog 
won.

(W») drawlag toda^ that wiU do- 
termlao the 1971 order to call for an efltlmated MtMt dVSft tll- 
glhlea who beeuae 19 yoara of age thla year. 

MOTMIUAN 8Afi> the prMcn^t syetem amounted to "open class 
legiaUtion. It exempts anyone whott father has enough money to 
bur W» »»y * four-year college or aayoao who ta naart oaosgh." 

H«nroTer, he said, "thoio dectalonB were not made hy reactionaries 
or generals! They were made by liberal democratic admlaiatratora." 

He singled out the Kennedy admlalatfatlov la the oatlr 1910s. 
whMh bo ai^ wanted to keep military pay low to save money "for 
osefttl purposes" such as helping the poor. But he aald ov^ooked 
tba fact that low-ranked mlUtary moa wore made ap olferwbailto- 
in^y of tho peer.

Hie shortage was especially felt when flu 
season struck and more students converged 
on the center. The result was a waiting period 
often more than an hour. 

Hopefully the shortage of doctors wtU be 
corrected this year. There Is a rtrong possi- 
bility that six doctors will be practicing In the 
clinic by fall. But competitive salaries must 
be paid to get and keep a full staff. 

CJhester Peters, vice president for student 
AffSalrSt said with a complete staff there will 
not be a more oompetmit and more complete 
health center in the United StatSSi espedalty 
for a school of our slse."

Altboogh the veterinary medicine curriculum at K-6tate doesn't 
preaently offer an animal psychology course, Mosier foresees a 
eottteo in baalo psyAoIogr and animal behavior in the fntare. 

"Thia field hasn't been as clearly defined before," he explained. 
"Bat most people who like animals and work with them have gained

Both cosmonauts said they had completely recovered firom 
minor problems of re-adaptlng to the effects of gravity, which 
had made tbelr arms and legs feel like lead weights the first 
few days ofter their epic fUskt.

PARIS (UPl) — The Vietnamese GommunlBt delega- 
tions, basing their charges on a report by two U.S, Con- 
gressmen, denounced South Vietnam and the United 

Stati's Thursday for holding political prisoners under con- 
ditions worse til an that inflicted by the Nazis in Germ- 
any's World War II concentration camps. 

ALTHOUGH North Vietnam and the Viet Ctong had 
charged the Saigon government prevlotMly with holding 

and mistrcatins prisonPrs for poHtical rpaeons, their denunciations 
at the 74 th aeaaion of the Vietnam peace Ulks were centered on 
tbe Con Son Island prison 140 mtlM sOaOteist of Salgoa tm <bo 
South China Sea. 

Two congressmen, Eopresentatives Augustus Hawkins, CalUComla 
' Democrat, and Wllltem Anderson, Tennemee Democrat, rialted the 
prison while on an investigativp tour of South Vietnam last week 
and reported prisoners mistreated and held in "tiger cages" in the 
mazlmnm seenrlty prison. 

South Vietnam's ambassador to the peace talks, Pham Dang Lem, 
rejected reporU of mistreatment of political prisoners as "tenden- 
tious and fallaclouB" mlnntes after tbe Vietnamese CfAnmanists 
made their denunciation in the four and one-half hour negotiating 
session. The acting U.S. delegation chie£, PtaUip Uablb. did not 
answer the Commnnlst ^tiarges. 

TRlEli VAN DAN, Spokesman for the South Vietnamese delega- 
tion, said Lam told the Commnnlst delegations that representatiTes 
of the International Red Cross and various religions oi^anlsatlons 
had visited the prison and all had agreed the Sitlf^ gofaruaiat 
la doing iia yycft to improve conditions there. 

Dan said Lam challenged the Communist side to open Its prisons 
to Impartial InvMtigatlons by such organizations also.

Or If he is new to the game, he figures out 
a way to blame the state's and the nation's 

troubles on the opposing party or devises an 
issue that will be controversial and well- 
pubUcized. 

There are a few politicians who are real 
troopers In capturing public attention through 
the press. One is ^tro Agnew, whose only 
measure of political success is In tertos of how 
rich Republican oofters are from his itsaking 
engagements. 

LESTER MADDOX of Georgia is another 
publicity-hound whose past exploits with pick- 
axes are minor compared lo some recent 
stunts. 

Maddox, for example, recently arranged to 
dedicate a new highway by riding on the hood 
of a car as it broke through a banner across 
the road. Sadly enough for the Governor, the 
banner was made of sturdy coardboard and he 
nearly fell off as his head crashed through 
It in front of a large crowd of presmneni tele- 
vision cameras and spectators.

His opponents, Kent Pris- 
zell and Rick Harmon, argue that the radicals 
are nearly upon us and hint that the man who 
runs KU ought to be investigated. 

A senator in Washington, still a cab in na>- 
ttonsl politics, makes a name for himsrtf by 
seeking the repeal of the Tonkin Resolution, 
upsetting liberals and speaking in behalf of 
Nixon. Although Bob Dole faces no election 
this year, be is gaining a reputation ^hat will 
serve him well next time. Uke a debutante 
meeting society. Dole has just been dlseoverM 
by the national press and politlcos. 

Politicians can not be expected, perhaps, to 
win in an age of mass media without BeWng 
an image or contriving sttmts. But the public 
ought to be fully aware of the product ' 
told mi the validity of the rhetoric.

Students favor revised ROTC

Although the Reserve Officer Training 
Corps has been a central Issue In much cam- 
pus controversy this year, its continuation 
seema aamired at most state and land-grant 
Institutions, a new survey bf the NASDXiQG 
has found. The nature of the officer educa- 
tion program at many campuses, however, 
will be subject to extensive dianges. 

A quei^onnaire sent this spring to tXi 101 
unlvwrstties holding memh^shlp in the aaso- 
elation prodoeed these genond eMlnidoBs: 

FOB THE most part no male undegraduate 
is forced to participate in ROTC activities. 
Amoi% the 98 universities which responded 

to the surv^, eight reported th^ lud no 
ROTC progrun and four multi-campus uni- 
versities said not all their branches had units. 

Only five association universitieB said ba- 
sic ROTC stiU is compulsory. 

Some aeatemte credit for coursework in 
the ROTC program still is granted at most 
universities. Among the exceptions, the City 
University of New York reported none of its 
three colleges with ROTC units gives credit 
for BOTO training. 

The University of Missouri at Columbia, 
the University of Montana and the Univer- 
sity of Washington give credit only for cours- 
es in advanced ROTC. 

mm STATUS and future course of ROTC 
have been the subjects of special studies on 46 
of the 90 campuses with ROTC units. Rec- 
ommendations for changes in the program 
have been acted upon at 28 of the universttles 
and study recommendations eurrentiy are un- 
der consideration at 12 more. 

Student referenda on whether ROTC has a 
place on campus have elicited a surprising 
amount of support for the program. In TotM 
taken on four widely scattered campuses — 
University of Montana, Michigan State Uni- 
versity, Purdue University and the University 
of Virginia — the majority of students favor 
maintaining ROTC on campus. 

In two separate refenda bSld during the 
past academic year at the University of Col- 
orado, better than three-to-one majorittos 
voted In favor of maintaining ROTC. 

THE ONLY university repor^tag a referen- 
dum showing a majority of students In favor 
of removing ROTC from campus was the 
State University of New York at Buffalo. 

In a vote there in April, 1,049 students vot- 
ed in favor of a gradual phase-out while 811 
students voted to diaeontlnne the program 
immediately. There were 1,048 
In favor of keeping ROTO. 



8TUBBKT OOirCBBE over the Gaaibodian 
sItnatlDn waa expressed on many campuses 
this spring in the form of attacks on physical 
facIlItleB set aside for ROTC and verbal at- 
tacks on the ROTC program itself. Many uni- 
versity officials believe the proliferation of 
such protests has come about because ROTC 
is the students* most direct link with the mili- 
tary and 'therefore a logical target for campus 
demonstration regarding the Vietnam war. 

However, widespread changes In univer- 
sity relations with ROTC streak were un- 
derway on most campuses belDro ttw ffpffus 
radi of weit ^ 

HOST CHANGES have come in the area of 
granting academic credit for coursework tak- 
en in connection with ROTC. The survey 
found a current trend on the part of univer- 
sity bodies which have responslblli^ lor set- 
ting curriculum standards is allowing credit 
only for courses conducted under the control 
of academic departments of the university. 

At least 16 universities reported they al- 
raady had been or were serioody conriderlng 
such policies or were taking steps to see that 
as much coursework as possible is conducted 
by academic departments of the universltv. 

The amount of credit granted for ROTC 
coursework varies widely. Thirty-six insti- 
tutions reported they gave ROTC academic 
fflredit, but were net spedUo about the amount. 
Sixteen universities noted the amount of cr«l- 
It varied from ooUege to coUeS* ^tkin the 
university. *•* 

Other ROTC changes revealed in this Study 
Include elforts to make all personnel tnihleot 
to the same scrutiny other college faculty face 
and to make it possible for all ROTC appoint- 
ees to be employed and receive academic rank 
and promotions in accordance with general 
unlveraity policy.

Conalderlng the Commnattti* unyielding attitude, be said, 
the United States might well find itself in "a situation of no 
war and no peace" daring an indefinite period of low-level 
scattered guerilla terrorist attacks. 

Rogers' gloomy assessmt nt of the outlook In Vietnam, 
broadcast In a radio interview, coincided with White House 
confirmation that President Nixon Intended to nominate Bni- 
ery Swank. 48. a mirtve tofeisn of^r, as VM. Ambapiador 
to Oambodia, 

In an Interview with the WeAtingbouse Broadcasting Oo., 
recorded Sunday at the U.S. embassy in London during his 
overseas trip, Rogers said Nixon's appointment ot Ambassa- 
dor David Bruce as Chief U.S. Negotiator at the Parts peace 
talks signaled a new phase in the Vietnam negotiations. 

"We are qalto flexible," be said. "We are very serious about 
negotiations." 

But Rogers said he saw no evidence the Cuminunists wvm 
prepared to reciprocate, and his remarks about Cambodia iOf 
dicated the United States might have paid a ■erlmM diplonaUe 
price for Its military gains in assaulting Oeminmnlat ianeta* 
aries across the Vietnamese border. 

"We do know they (the Chinese) have Increased their in- 
fluence with Hanoi as a result of the Cambodian Incursions." 
be said. "We think Soviet influence has deoreMod at the ex- 
pense of Communist China. 

"Whether the Coaunnnist Chinese have any reason to hvins 
an end to the war, we don't know. We doubt It. 

"We think it serves their purpose to have the war con- 
tinue.

Craig Martin, class leader for the University for Man's 
■peed reading class, said there is no real secret to the 
techniques of vgmA reading. 

"The metlwds can be found In mK&y paperluu^ and 
picked up with practice by almost anyone/' he explained. 

Martin has approximately 35 students in hie speed 
reftdlug class this summer. He said in the short sesiiou UFH per> 
afta. only taeUaquM «aa be istmed.

"For llgbt 
material, one can read this at a much faster speed. Secondly, after 
one drops to a slower rate for In-deptb material, It is Ukaly the 
apaed wm b« faster than the original atarting apoed. 

"The value of speed reading for the college student 1b that It 
gives the student a chance to have a general awareness of reading 
mat«rlal he mar othorwhw bypaaa," lie aald. 

Baaleaily, there are two types of machines oMd In apeed reading 
eonraea for reading Improvement: the controlled paoar aiul the 
taahlatoaeopa. 

fma PACEB UStrALLY involves a film strip projected on a 
screen from which the student reads. Adjustments can be made 
to allow the student to see two or three words at a ttttie. 

The tachlstoacope flashes a word or number on a screen at a 
speed of usually ranging from 1/10 to 1/200 of a second. These 
machines train tho student to see at a faster rate. 

Martin laio apeed reaaing varies with "depth of material, knowl- 
edca of the reader and what the reader wanU out of the hook."

CQiarles Clement and Vogt and 
the half-time salaries of other 
staff members plus part-time 
labor was eoTored by 110.000. 

An overhead of |5,360 Waa 
paid by the University to OOTOr 
the fringe benefits for the fac- 
ulty. These benefits Include 
health and retirement plaiM, and 
are required by law. 

The amount of available mon- 
ey Influenced the choice of pro- 
Jeeta to a certain extent. Sev- 
eral of the proposeffl projects 
were dropped simply tiecanae It 
would have talien too mnch 
money to complete them. 

AOOORT>TNO to Jaek Lewis, 
the opportunity to complete con- 
struction of a project was en- 
hanced by the fact that funds 
were available when needed. 

The amount of time needed 
to complete a project was an- 
other determining factor In the 
ebotee of designs. 

Many of the students felt 
there was a definite lack of or- 
gatii/atlon in the workshop and 
much ol the essential time was 
wasted on preliminaries. 

"Specific areas on eampna 
should have been chosen before- 
hand for the atu'dentP to dealgn," 
Mark Beisel, fifth-year archi- 
tecture stndont, said. 

"AT THE beginning of the 
course, instrnctora simply told 
the students to choose any spot 
on ©ainpua with which to work. 
Later, some of tlie projects were 
turned down because the team 
had picked a project site which 
would have a building on It In 
a conplo of yeera," he a«ld. 



According to Anthony Han- 
sett, senior in art. the prellmi- 
narlea consisting ot films, slides 
and tours 'iStlew a lot of time 
which could have been spent In 
the artnni designing and con- 
struction of a project." 

In a long-range glance at the 
projects, sewral persona felt too 
much emphasis had been placed 
on the functional aspect of the 
designs Histaad of the aesthetic 
points. 

According to Krider. there was 
strong empbasfs on accomplish- 
ing the final construction. 

••ONE OF the weak points of 
the workshop," Krider said, "was 
the exercise of production rather 
than the heantUleatloa ot the 
campus. 

"Although the exercise of con- 
struction is not bad In itself, one 
must remember art and techni- 
cal production go hand-ln-hand," 
he add^. 

Most of the atudents, faculty 
and admintstratora working with 
the program see expansion of 
the workshop idea to other cam- 
puses and eventually to cities. 
Progress and failures noted in 
the first two years of Art In 
Situation can be need as pro- 
jections for future programs. 

An evaluation of the current 
Art Itt Situation Workshop will 
be nwde In the fall, according

Ctoufljr, all of w am not concerned or the 
steps necessary to. check the problem ivould 
rapidly be enacted. Many do not know a prob- 
lem exists ; and many of those who are aware 
tliat something is amiss, do not have the 
AUghteit Mc^inatioii of what tbC problem 
really Uu 

ONE PROBLEM is not in the "simplistic 
solution," but the simplistic interpretation on 
tile part of many persons. Zero Populatimi 
Growth proponents readily mrro that changes 
in economic philosophy, foreign policy, human 
relations, etc., are vital indeed to our achiev- 
ing a quality environment. 

The assigning of priorities is difficult, but 
the realisation that technolog^eal advances is 
curbing pollution rates, a more prudent and 
peaceful existence with our fellow man, etc., 
are all doomed to failure WITHOUT popu- 
lation control, makes this subject rather Ugh 
on the priority Itet. 

I WILL NOW draw an analogy to the uni- 
versity (omitting such heady, hypothetical 
situations of an obviously impossible nature 
as ioverpopulatlon in the U S. or In the worid). 

Let us assume that the university has a finite 
land area — it can grow no larger (this Is 
analogous to the "spaceship earth"). I shall 
define decreairiUig quality of the environment 
as inoFeasIng "coner^taatlon*' of the imlver- 
sity. 

Concretization is Inclusive of such Itema as 
side«alks, buildings, parking lots» tennis 
courts, and if you will allow me to MrstCh the 
term a bitt artificial turf.

may be covered with concrete. The first situ- 
ation is the do-nothing attitude. Let popula- 
tion grow and do not curb the increulng de- 
sire for greater affluen<». 

Secondly, let popiOatlon groffth continue 
but do not allov affluence to increase. Thirdly, 
let affluence Insareaae but stop pc^alatton 
growth. 

MimmJALLt ALL three of these slta> 
atione will terminate in a concrete campus. 
The first will obviously attain that great tech- 
nological goal (concretization— progress?) 
most rapidly. 

Assuming that the campus doubles Its popu^ 
latlon In SS srears (compatible with world 
demographics) this would probably approach 
the level (about 30.000 students and faculty) 
of a concrete campus. 

I seriously doubt that increasing affluence 
(more cars, mam parking space, more build- 
ings for more individual space, etc.) could in- 
crease concretization at half the rate of an 
Increasing population. 

TBM OBTiaiTS con^iMlon is that withoirt 
population control there can be no solution 
to the problem. Also, stopping population 
growth will probably result in the slowest rate 
of environmental deterioration. 

It is readily conceded that population control 
^one will not solve all of onr probl^ns. How- 
ever, it is essential to stop population growth 
to solve the vast majority of our problems. 
If Dr. Kromm will stop interpreting this as a 
simplistic panacea, maybe he can seo the need 
tor ZPQ. 

Sn regud to his reference to a ''nationally 
respected organization," I have only to say 
that motherhood, God and country are (were) 
nationally respected institutions. 

"Hard-hats" and Che hypocritical d ouble 
standards of ths Amevlean Legion and VFW 
detract from the "respectability" of super- 
patriots, the lack of Christianity In Christians 
(racial prejudice, avarice and double moral 
standards) detract from the "respectibillty*' of 
God, and the ''respecable'* mother will soon be 
the one with no more than two children rather 
than one that Is continuously pregnant. 

In short, the opinion of a nationally re- 
spected organization does not provide any 
merit to what he says. 

ANY SIMILARITY of the above analogy and 
increasing concretization at KSU was inten- 
tional. It is apparently the goal of the plan- 
ners of this unlTersity to concretise it as rapid- 
ly as possible. 

There have been various proposals to stem 
this trend, such as parking cars at the stadium 
and using mass transit to the campus, l^ls 
would create the highly undeidreahle sitoaHon 
of baauUfying the campus and putting K-State 
at the bottom of the Big Eight in regard to 
on-campttS paiitlng area (this is nearly as 
disastrous as not being the first football stadi- 
um having artificial turf.). 

Thus, Dr. Kromm, not everyone is aware. 
Bren the uatTerslty, rather than asmng a 
pvmdent lor a changing attitude, seema to 
continue strlrlng for a low (luallty «nv^o»« 



Nixon also made moves to coordinate the 
efforts in oceanographic and atmospheric re- 
search in an agency entitled the National 
Oceanographic and Atmospheric Admlnistra- 
t ton. 

THE ORAHCtBB should put the areaa ui 

concern under agencies which wtU he woUt 
directly affected with these problems. 

Undoubtedly the changes will cause prob- 
lems for a time with the reshuffling in differ- 
ent departments. Some work may be loat he- 
cause of reorganization. 

But in the long run, the shuffle will be 
worth it if the war on pollution is carried out 
1^ a allele agency responsible for It. 

OTHEB AIiTERirATlVJES were proposed to JgSI 
the President, although he chose to estahUdi 
this agency instead. One of them was pro- 
posed by Interior Secretary Walter Hlckel, 
which called for enlargement of his depart- 
ment into a "Department of Natural Re- 
sources and Snvironment." 

Reports say Nixon and Hlckel aren't get- 
ting along too well lately and that may ac- 
count for Nixon's decision, which includes a 
loss by Hlckel of several of his department's 
functions. 

Howwer, Hlckel himself said recently he 
believes the administration is establishing 
the anti-pollution agency only as a smaller 
step and eventually will set up an anti-pollu- 
tlMi deputment. 

GRBATIOir OF an entire department IS re- 
garded by officlids as a big step right now. 
Hopefully, the agency will work so well on a 
sort of trial basis that a department naturaU^ 
will follow. ^ 

IHforte so fi^ to combat pollution haw 
been scattered and pretty musonneofced. If the 
new Environmental Protection Agency can 
accomplish what it has been designed to, an 
effective campaign against pollution can be 
started and perhaps won.

MANY FIRSTS, seconds and thirds have come about as a raaalt 
of endowment funds. At a time when dorms were crowded and mora 
apaM was needed, the «nt ^Ivate dorm waa aat «p tte 
ment association. 

A contract was entered Into with private contractors for Uia BefSl 
Towara project. It ftllowa tha privmta antarpriia to aparato B^l 
Towers for a period of time while paying the endowment association 
a certain percentage of tbe original value of the land it purchased for 
the projaet. In addition to thia, atfar a lengthy period of ttno^ the 
nsBociation will own Royal Towers. 

According to Heywood, this type of contract allows the eontraeton 
aertaln tax banefits ibronsb daprosfatlon and It graaUy beneficial 
to the aasociation. Before owaargUp. It la aa Invwrtmaat f«r tha 
endowment association. 

MOEMT BlIBOWMBNT funds are not spent In principal. Heywood 
said. "Funds are invested and the Interest is what finances the ac- 
tivities of the endowment association," he continued. Scholarship 
fnnds. etpeelalty, are handled In this manner. Tha principal u In- 
vested and the Interest goes to the students, althovsh the associa- 
tion has nothing to do with choosing the studanta to rwseive tbe 
■eholanhlps. 

The University has a scholarship committee which decides on itu- 
denU to receive available funds. Heywood said this keeps prsMUre 
and politics out of tha endowment association. 

Endowment funds come from donations and bequeaths from out- 
side the University and especially from alumni. Many such be- 
queaths have eoma In tbe form of farm Inada. '*It Is part of my job 
to manage these lands." Heywood said. Bsia a«afa. tha "Intanat** 
la what the asaoctatton usee for funds. 

Other bequeaths eome In atoefca and honda whleb aUowa tha a«tn- 
omy to play an important role In the function of the asBoclatiOB. 
"The values of our investments fluctuate with the economy just Uka 
any other bnilneM." Heywood said. 

"TKE STRUCTURE of the endowment association IS Just like 
any other corporation. ' Haywood said. "We have a board of direct- 
ors which the by-UwB limit to 10 members." They are elected for 
alx-year terms and some are K-State alumni. The hoard auata aaelk 
year to tab the operations of the corporation.

Using violence as ft form of 
protest was disapproved by all 
the group. The general attitude 
was "rioters get what tbCy d^ 
serve." 

■Hie Kant State deaths In May 
were, tor tbe most part, blaaad 
on the students who besaa tha 
disturbances. Little sympathy 
was expressed for those who 
died. Some students called it a 
"tragedy, but It ahonldnt hava 
happened." 

OF ALL those persons quMt- 
tonad, oaly one hoy said he was 
tmmr ftkont Kent State deatha. 
iterva Seott. from Bhawneo Mla- 
Bion, saw the deaths aa "stu- 
pid." and said, "They shouldn't 
linve sent untrained teaopa in 
with loaded guns." 

He thought Nattonal Onard 
troops should not be used In cam- 
pus disorders because of the na- 
ture of ^ disorders and beeause 
National Oaard troopa ara only 
trained for a short time. 

An opposite view was express- 
ed by Betty Beckett, Overland 
Park, whose father la with tha 
Johnson county isnr a&foreamant 
department. 

She said, "The National Guard 
shouldn't be blamed. It I had 
been there and somebody had 
thrown rocks at me and spit on 
me, I probably would have Shot 
somebody, too." 

WHILE THE problems of Kent 
State were discussed in several 
aehoola. only one school took 
time off from classes. For tbe 
nost part, high school student 
hodles were apathetic about Kent 
State, and pre - enrol lees were 
confused by the information giv- 
en them by ntm* media* 

Several students said tbay 
could see two sides to tba daatbSi 
but didn't know what l» biHiVa, 
or what to decide. 

A typlcsil attttnda waa axprass- 
ed by Bob Ooba, who waara a 
neatly clipped beard and mod«^ 
ately long hair. He was unsvra 
about the deaths at Kent State, 
since he hadn't personally haen 
there. He felt the students 
shouldn't have rioted In the be- 
ginning. There was not much 
resctlon in his high wduwl of 
400 parsons, ha aald. 

HB SAID caUlng National 
Guard troops on csanpuaes to atop 
student disorder was Jnetlflahla 
and necessary. He thought the 
burning ol the KU student un- 
ion was Ironic, '^because KU 
■tndants had lansbad when tha 
gym at K-State burned." 

Most students Interviewed are 
enroUlng at K-State for reasons 
other than lack of student dis- 
sent. Two came because of schol- 
arshipB. The majority eama be- 
cause of the curriculum offered 
and because of family influence. 

All of the students said what 
they most dealrad was a plaoa to 
go and learn. As one •tndent 
said, "I iUBt hope they glva 
eomabody a chance to study."

Bat the experts said mlUtary men actually are able to make 
greater oaa of the tnaattlty detmae than their clTilian coun- 
terparts.

ments board. It consists of 11 

members from this vicinity, Hey- 
wood said, and they handle and 
report on the corporation's Iti- 
vestments. The stock investments 
are blue-chip, but market flue- 
tuatlons still hit the corporation. 

Economic recession or depres- 
sion also hits the association by 
limiting bequeatlis from donors 
who tend to tighten up their 
money belts in times of recM- 
sion. According to Heywood, 
"most people like to bold on to 
mon^ and wait for the economy 
to ptef up. We can only wait and 
see what the present reosaalon 
will do to our finances." 

At one time the University 
was having problems with new 
faculty members, Heywood said, 
because the available houring 
was so poor, few wanted to come 
to Manhattan and of those who 
did, It was speculated that mauy 
left because of the housing pro- 
biems. "Something had to ha 
done," Heywood explained. 

UNIVIiBSETT Terrace apart- 
ments were the outcome of this 
housing need. Eight units were 
constructed and with a new addi- 
tion this summer there will be 
47 units. Only new teeulty mem- 
bers are accepted at '0nlv«frstty 
Terrace and a two-year tenancy 
limit was only recently revoked. 

"This created needed facili- 
ties," Heywood said, "and gave 
new faculty members a transi- 
tion home before moftag out 
into the community." 

On eampns, the corpor^on 
was influential in buiMing All- 
Faiths Chapel. A campaign in the 
early fifties gained alumni funds 
to help build the chapel. Accord- 
ing to Heywood "no state funds 
may be nead tor a raUglona edi- 
fice." 

The organ in the chapel and 
also the carillon in the Anderson 
beU tower were gifts of alumni. 
The endowment aasoelatton pro- 
vides coverage and eare for ' 



BESIDES other worries, the 
corporation faces present ata- 

dent unrest. Heywood said oth- 
er universities are having more 
problems than K-State, although 
he cited at least one case where 
a potential donor changed her 
mind when reading alraut stu- 
dent unrest even thoQgii it was 
not at K-State. She sent several 
clippings telling of the trouble 
on campuses. 

Heywood said he would predict 
some decrease in funds due to 
this and the economic factors al- 
though bow much decrease can 
\» expected Is questionable. 

Another }ob of the endowment 
association is to help people de- 
cide just how to give to the Uni- 
versity. Special glfU, scholar- 
ship funds aird alumni donations 
are just a few <rf 1^ maay «^ 
It may be done. 

A form of donation reeailtly 
initiated by several Inanranee 
ewnpanies is to leave a percent- 
age of a policy total to tiie Uni- 
versity. As college graduates buy 
insurance, and if they agree, the 
proceeds of this new policy may 
ba ae«i fa the fatove.

Rights bill necessary for soldiers

In a land where all Americaiu are Conatl- 
tuttonalfy granted the rii^t to trial and to 
process of law. a large atjpmt are Intention- 
ally forgotten. 

They are the GIs, the servicemea who have 
no recourse but to fight for their rtghta in a 
iQPiMi of mUttary Joatioe whieh Is often 
ignorant of haale American legal prinetplea. 

Woe eiample, in the now-inftounii My Lat 
ease of eivlUan deaths in Vietnam, 12 soldiers 
have been charged with various offenses in- 
cluding murder, rape and maiming. They are 
to be tried not by an impartial civil jury and 
Judge, but hy an Army ooort, under Anny 
ndeOk with the i^iBy*B etandard of 



TWO OF the soldiers have filed petitions 
through civilian lawyers that the court- 
marUale would violate their Gonetttutlonal 



rights on fifteen ground!. A tederal panel will 
conatder the iesue of Oonatitutionalty and de- 
cide if the standarda of mllitaiy JwttiQe am 

wrong or right 

Although the panel may conclude that the 
sUndards are right, the lawyera Intend to 
prefi the caae to the Bapnm» Court It the 
C!ourt, as It has in past cases involving student 
protestors and minorities, upheld the right to 
due process of law, then American servicemen 
may gain a "Bill of Rights." 

Such a decision would affect literally hun- 
dreds of thousands of servicemen w1m> are 
given oourt-martlala without counsel, without 
adequate defense preparation, without admit- 
tance of discrimination. It would require Ar- 
my prosecutors to be more careful in how 
much minor offenses can be punished and In 
how long men must wait in ooiifi]Mm«at be- 
fore trial. 

THE FUTTAOOir officials who emtml the 



present Judge-Advocate dlviaton win un- 
doubtedly protert that the Army needs stricter 
rules and harshnr pusSdmient to enforce dla- 

cipline. 

But the Southerners said that a hun^Md 
years ago In reference to hanging daves who 
tried to escape. Diaft hoards have tried to 
punish student dissenters; campus administra- 
tors are still trying to kick out students with- 
out due process of law. 

The argument for dlaetpllne faU apart whan 
one'ezandnes why servicemen go Absent With- 
out Leave, or commit crimes under pressure or 
desert in times of war. When the Army shows 
little compassion and understanding for an 
individual's problems, and he know that he 
has no power to legally protest, Uie inoentlve 
to obey Ofdeff at follow huiaaite atsndnpda 
leaves. 

Those GIs who were involved at My Lai 
are only a small minority of the servlceinen 
who deserve a "Bill of RH^ta** to piotoi^ 
tme jfteaning ot JuitlQe.

THE BILL'S purpose is simple enough — to 
educate people about birth control, eepedaUy 
the nation's poor. 

But the Implications go further than that. 
Under the broad language of the bill, the pro- 
posal would allow, for the first time, actual 
delivery of free birth control pills and other 
devices to anyone. 

These decisions would be made by a new ^ 
deputy assistant secretary for population af- ^ 
mru in m» Health. Bducation and Welfare 
Deparement. Tide new ^vlston is ereated by 
the bill. 

THE NEW U.S. "czar of birth control** 
would direct aU federal family planning serv- 
ices and research. Stetes seeking grants to 
help anyone on a voluntary basis would apply 
to the new secretary for funds. 

Grants also would be made to public agen- 
cies BXkd nonprofit organisations, under r^ni- 
latlons to be laid down by the secretary, to 
make birth control infomiatlon and atrvloss 
available to them, 

"Services" in this case means birth control 
pills and contraceptive devices. Public ag«i- 
des and nonprofit groups need only ap^ ^ 
these devices in orte to admbidstor them to 
anyone. 

IN EFFECT, the government would be ap- 
proving and helping the liberation of moral- 
ity mov«nent in the U.S. ^ 

The bill's purpose is primarily dlrmstod at 
more than five million indigent women of 
childbearing age, for whom unwanted chil- 
dren are the greatest hardship. 

But the bill also leaves the door open for 
anyone else to get hold of the oontraoeptives, 
too. Plainly, the bill paves the way for the 
government to subsidise wmu 
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eommunlfy.

Device grows crystals 

The Department of Chemical Engineering has heen 
given a CTystal growing machine by the Weston 
BUectrlc Company of Lee's Summit, Mo. 

David Retsloff, asslatant professor of chemicid engi- 
neering, said the maohtne will facilitate studying the 
mechaniama of catalytic activity of various reactions. 

"In the study of catalytic activity of single crystals, 
one of the primary emphases will be finding materials sulUble 
lor eoBvertlBg aatomoMle ezhanst and tndvstrlal air poQataittB 
lata Bon-polluting materials," he added. 

One aspect ot catalysis which will be investigated Is the 
decompoeltlon of nitric oxide, which Is emitted from the ez- 
hanst of antomohlles. Nitric oxide undergoes a seaaence of 
reactions tihat reaolts in the formation at oaoaa, a tuolc air 
poUntaat.

The fault extends from an ar^ east of the 
spillway through the east side of the spillway 
bank of the spillway in a direction semi- 
parallel to, and north of, the dam to the weM 
side of the rmrvotr and trends westward to 
a place 800 feet north M the IQOW reexaa- 
tlon building. 

Obviously, all implications of the fault

THE FOLLOWING Information also is In- 
correct; "for the water to rise to a point that 
would even get near the fault, which ts lo- 
cated on the extrenae esst band of the spill- 
way cut, it would have to vise between l«lie 
and 1,136 feet MSL." 

The water already Is in contact with the 



fault on the east and west side of the res- 
ervoir and the fault extends beneath the water 
level. 

The other statement, that "people just don't 
build dams through faults" is incorrect The 
following dams are built over faults: the San 
Andreas Dam, Pine Canyon Dam, Upper Crys- 
tal Springs Dam and the Morris Dam In Cal- 
ifornia, the Owyhee Dam in Bastem Oregon 
and the Rodrigues Dam near Tijuana, M^- 
ioo. The San Frandsqulto Dsm was built over 
a fault near Los Angeles and failed with dis- 
astrous results two yeajns after construction. 

AS THE result of Ifladequate tnvestlgatlon 
and laefc of eonoem for obvious geologic haz- 
ards, dams have been built over, and too 
close too, faults and other types of geologic 
hazards. Two thousand six hundred lives 
were lost and great property damage follow- 
ed the destruetion of the Vsiont Reservoir in 
Italy, Oct 1963. The failure of the res- 
ervoir was caused by a tault-landSlide above 
the concrete dam. 

The geology graduate stad«9its uid Instruo- 
tors firom K-Stste conducting field trips to 
the area are familiar with the position of the 
fault on both sides of the reservoir at Tuttle 
Greek and have informed students accord- 
ingly. Active movement along the fault has 
not been apparent in recent times.

U.S. may send troops 
to Middle East-Laird 




WASHINGTON — Defense SeereUrr Mehrla Uiird raised 
tlia poaslbUttir Tuesday th^ United States might eveiitaallr 
commit U.S. troops to the Middle Bast If necesaarr to eonnter 
th« growins Soviet military balldup. 

In a meetliv with Ttsltlng high scbool students. Laird re^ 
Iterated President Nixon's view tbat the Middle Bast situation 
potentially Is tar more danterons tban Southeast Asia. 

But tt was the ffrst time a hlgh-ranlilng admlniBtratlon of- 
ficial suggested the United States might have to send In troops 
to maintain the Arab-Israeli halanea of power. 

Laird noted "to prevent a major war in tbat area," the 
United States has tried to maintain a balance through arms 
•hipments. 

"This is a difficult situation because the Soviet Union has 
moved In there with large numbers of manpower — moving 
men, munltUms, alreratt.at a very accelerated i>ace," he said. 

"We do not have any plans to Involve Americans directly 
in that confrontation, and I would hope that always could be 
o«r MUM.

'Becky' aims at coast 

PANAMA CITS', Fla. — Hurricane Becky Tuesday aimed 
75-mlte-an-hour winds toward a Wednesday morning strike 
at the 100-mile long "Miracle Strip" and thousands of tour- 
ists headed for high ground. 

Panama City Beach, an 18-mile stretch of gleaming sand 
and tourist motels, was in the dead center of the area Becky 
was expected to strike with 75 to 85 mph winds around 9 
a.m. Wednesday. 

"Wp'vp got about SO, 000 tourists along the Miracle Strip 
now,' a Chamber ol Commerce official aald, "and most of 
them are balling out for higher gronnd." 

Gale-foroe winds and a driving rain lashed the Gulf t)eaeheB 
Tuesday afternoon. Red Cross and Civil Defense workers be- 
Mttlnt up ihcAlara and praparmg to inttraata Itm^Wmg 
areas. 

"Preparations for hurricaae-Iorce winds and tides up to alx 
feet should be completed by nlglitfatl,** urged fovoesiatet* ttt 
the National Hurricane Center. 

Becky, the second hurricane of Id70, waa expected to make 
its landfall botwoen Fort Walton Beaeh and Port St. Joe ~ 
well to the east of the Gulf coastal areas of Mississippi thftt 
were ravaged last Aug. 17 by klUer hurricane Camille.

"No-knock" rules allow police agents to en- 
t«r a penMm't pramlMS without announcing 
anthoHty or purpoM. 

The only redeeming factor in these contro- 
versial clauses Is a search warrant must h4 
obtained from a judge who believes there is 
probable cause eTldenee will be destroyed or 
tlie asMt't mse ia in danger. 

nr THIS WAY, the legislation adheres to 
the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution. 
But the right of protection against "unreason- 
able searehei and seixures" listed in that 
amendment may be endangered. 

Mitchell, in speaking before the House Ways 
and Means Committee, cited the use of "no- 
knock" clauses as necessary tools for effect- 
ive drug contooL 



He emphasised their use ^^Inst drug piuh- 
em, noting 'tbe drug traffle — naroottes iml 
pills — has penetrated the school rooms and 
school yafdi of Amerlea vlrtaally at every lev- 
it" 

WITHOUT «irO-kno<^'' Mitf^ said, the 
drug peddler haa the obMiee to imMf ^ 

evidence quickly. 

Mitchell did not mention the effectiveness 
of using "no-knock" legislation on young per- 
sons b^eved to be using drui^, although he 
hinted at tt when he said the Gongrew *'can 
offer an exciting 'back-to-school present' to 
the families of America by moving swiftly on 
tihs legislation and letting them know more 
etfeetive toola for drug oontrol are on tha 
way.** 

IF THE national provision was employed, 
it is conceivable many judges would use it as 
an easy way to (K>ntrol the use of drugs as 
iveU as the sale of tiieni* 

Gonaequentljr, the provltion't usefulnesa in 



combating drug pushers would be lost In many 
areas beause law officials would become too 
wrapped up in trying to stop the "kids at pot 
parties," who are much easier to rout out 

Some fudges would issue warrants more 
freely than others, with little "probable 
cause," and thus cause a serious breach in a 
dttsen's protection agaiiiat **waxmMtltito 
•sardies and aeismaa." 

THE ADMIKISTBATIOITS anti-drug pro- 
posals, which include the "no-knock" clause, 
alTMdy have passed the Senate. ' 

A "no-knock" provision in the proposed 
omnibus crime bill for the District of Colum- 
bus currently is tyiuf that lei^tfla^en up in 
eontrovwnqr tn the £te^nate. 

Thlrtf-one states have similar "quick en- 
try*' 'rales. House members who vote for the 

rule seriously would be considering a national 
law to infringe upon citizens' rights rather 
than a measure which truly would be effect- 
ive in slowing the drug tratCte.

^10 fact of the matter is coaches and managers are lie- 
comtng few and far between. A most reasonaUe answer

As each sport has its season, so do many managers and 
coaches. Top management starts open season on field 
personnel about half-way through the year. Then those 
les»-fortimato Individuals start to drop like fUea at tbe 
iigitt of an inseetieide can. 

BT THE ENI> of the season, nearly a tMrd of I9ie teans 
have changed field bosses or otber personnel. 

One basetnll team this year barely gave ito manager 
a third of the season before he was issued Ula marehftig 
orders by the higher nps.

other problems relating to the stoppage of the 
war In South Vietnam can be settled.'* 

His statement came a day after Mrs. Nguyen

"Provisional Revolutionary Ooverament" said to 
New Delhi the Communists would be willing to 
accept all but a few top leaders of tho present 
Saigon regime in a coalition govonnsottt. 



Communist Vietnamese sources said they con-

"I think Tony tho Tiger la a gr-r-r-reat big 
fraud," Dr. Robert Choate, a private Washing- 
ton nutrition consultant, said In a growling imi- 
tation of the cereal-iouting cartoon tiger. 

Choate told a Senate commerce consumer sub- 
committee of 60 brands he had studied, only three 
were "clearly the boat from a nutrient at«td- 
point." He said they were Kellogg's Product 19, 
General Mills' Ka-Boom and General Mills' Total.

"Dvaamlte bombs were 
assembled** on the premiBes, the 
grand Jury said. Three peraona

MOSCOW — West German Foreign Minister Walter Scheel 
arrived Sunday to negotiate a nonaggression treaty with the 
Soviet Union and reeetved an exeoptlonaily warm welcome from 
Kremlin leaders, 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko met Scheel and hi> 
party at Sheremetyevo Airport, then led the West Oerman to 
a Hmousino which took him to his gnewt rpsid^nfp in Lenin 
Hills. The area Is an exclusive government compound reserved 
In Uie paet only for visiting presidents or prime ministers. 

Diplomats with long pxiicriPucR in %fosrow said they could 
not recall a single instance in the past when a visiting foreign 
minister had been accorded such prestige aoeonug&odatlons. 

Before leaving Bonn, Scheel was Instructed by the West 
Oerman cabinet and Chancellor Willy Brandt not only to work 
ont a nonaggresBlon pact with the Soviet Vnion but also to 
seek Soviet conpeHaloriR on West nerlin and at the same time 
keep open the possibility ol an eventual reunification of West 
and Bast Germany. 

Scheel posed for photographers but made no statements or 
comments on his arrival here. The Soviet news agency Tass. 
in reporting the arrival, said the West Oerman foreign min- 
ister would remain in Moscow until July 31. It waa tho first 
official indication ot the length of his visit. 

Scheel conferred about the negotiations earner with Weat 
Germfttty** alliea daring vtaiti to Waahington, Parte and Lon- 
don.

**9iDBRB HC8T he a substantial raise la the beginning," Wood- 
mek Mid: "Regarding wages, we are pnwared to make some eon- 
eesaton la the second and third year tohns provided there Is full 
cost-ot-llTlng coveragO." 

The UAW began contract negotiations with Ford, General Mo- 
tors and Chrysler, the three largest automakers, less than two weeks 
ago. Woodcock, elected vtiion president two months ago, sneeteded 
the late Walter ReaUier who. with hla wife, was klUed in a iflaM 
crash May 8. 

Woodcock claims there have been "huge" wage increases in oliher 
Indaetrles. specifically the construction indnstnfi "aad the Atdntte* 
Istration sat by and allowed them to do It."

AFPBOFBIATIONS FBOK the sUte 
tor 1970-1971 are I14.S million. This money 
la used to support the Itbrary, administration, 
registrar and resident Inatltutions.

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KU violence must end in justice 



The saga of Lawrence as a city of violence 
began last spring when the Union burned. 
Now, two more scenes have been added with 
the deaths of two youths, both KU students, 
at one time. 

Lawrisee is reacting now from the after- 
ettectt of the nighta shooting, f Ire^bomblng 
and confrontation. One side calls for disarm- 
ing the police and charging them with mur- 
der; the other side calls for stricter law and 
order, presumahly more IdUing If Justified. 

The climate of Lawrence has perceptibly 
changed. Elach side now distrusts and fears 
the other; each side wants to see the other 
disarmed and punished. Violence has mush- 
rofOBsd, and like tile atom bomb, will not io 
away peaoaalily. 

TO UNDERSTAND the violence, take a trip 
for a minute into a world of pretend. Imagine 
you in the besieged city of Lawrence, walk- 
ing along the steep hiUa or hanging around a 
popular student tavern. 

Put on a black man's skin and, if you can, 
Imagine your attitudes toward the men in the 
police oars. They trail you acrosB town or ask 
you what you're ^tng out at n^UUi^ht on a 
public street (as thougli yolt wsti a sii^aet- 
ed criminal). 

They may snicker behind your back or watch 
you and your friends at a local center. You 
wait, burning inside, for the day when you 



get back at Whttey. He has been the man In 
charge too hmg. 

OB, IMAGINE yomself in hair that droops 
to your collar and belMxittoraA. Ton wear a 

peace symbol and sit in front of the Rock 
ChSik Cafe, watching the "straights" go by. 
The police drive by slowly, eyeing you like you 
were carrying five bundles of heroin, or sneer- 
ing at ymv long hair and clothes. They are 
your easmft the ones who murdefed your 
friend. 

Or, if you fit in the above characterizations, 
put on the blue uniform of a Lawrence pollce- 
mm. Strap on the gun, dimb in your patrol 
car and make your nightly rounds of the ditf* 
You may be tired, worried, even anxious 
about those long-haired kids on dope and the 
"Negroes on the east side." Tou think they're 
the ones who cause trouble, who bum build- 
ing, set aft bombs and je^ at you. 

You drive down Oread Avenue and wonder 
If a sniper has a bullet with your name on it. 
You get your gun out, ready to fire in case ai^- 
one looks suspicious. 

THEN, ABB for the setting, a national war 

which the youth despise, national racial con- 
frontation, murders of youths on other cam- 
puses and the bands of radicals who want to 
start the revolution even with a eherry-bomb. 
Make the time a summer night with nothing to 
do except walk the streets. 

When the above scenario begins to sound 
too real, remember we were only pretending. 



After all, Lawrence Is like any other quiet 
Midwestern university city, isn't it? It might 
as well be K-State and the AggieviUe freaks 
and the Manhattan police. Perhaps. 

But vtolmoe has been fomented in Law- 
rence much more than in our fair city. Its 
time has come. Now, like other campuses and 
cities, Lawrence must find out what has caus- 
ed the tensions to spill over into violent 



t^XFORTUNATELY, Lawrence officials are 
still stumbling around in the dark after the 
two deaths. First, the main witness to the 
Shooting of Riek Dowdell, Miss Frank! C5ole, 
WM not permitted' to tortity in front of a 
white Jury. ConaequenHy, one white police- 
man, either doing hto du^ or not, was exon- 
erated of murder. 

Second, police are not sure whether a police 
bullet killed Nick Rice, a white student. In a 
small disturbance. Five poll<M bullets, they 
claim, were fired in the air. The other bul- 
let (s) they are not sure about. A policeman 
may have acted too hastily and shot the kid. 
Street people daimed a cop did. 

The scenario of violence must end in justice 
or it will be repeated. The second act will be 
much worse, as other campuses have demon- 
strated. The two shootings, which may be 
yet called murder, must be iuTestigated thor- 
ough^ with evidence from all community seg- 
ments. 

A repeat performance of the past few weeks 
is not the answer to Lawrence's troubles.

Man's anthropo- 
centric pbllMOphy has completely disregarded eouald-

Tliffl lack of eonoem for tbe whole, or tlie fMk of 

a systems approach, has resulted In contamination 
(particulate, chemical, thermal and nolBe) oi our 
air, water and land. That, while seemingly endows 
with copious resources Md the ability to exploit un- 
tapped resources, we do not know how to handle the 
comeonltant wastes nor do we knonr the ultimate 
ej^ects of various pollutants on thp fiiturr of life on 
earth (some scientists have prophesied doom because 
of possible deleterlow effects of petlStsats on eea- 
mi^ pbmt life). 

In summary, man's Ingenuity has to be incoBOlnstve 
of environmental side effects which will etoeitr AP 
further technological exploitations occur. 

"Case's curious conclusions" may become clearer to 
Kromm from the following arithmetic. Let's assign a 
rank of 1 to our current "per capita pollution and 
deteeratlon." Tke environmental insults which we 
must cope with are the total In the biosphere and not 
the per capital level. Thus the product of rank of 



per etplta voIlvUoa stid desecration and the popu- 
Itttion I«vel ts the ^tid pftravieter. 

Allowing population and the rank to increase un- 
abated will achieve a given level Quite rapidly. Thus, 
if population doubles and the rank doubles, the totitl 
environmental insult Increases four-fold. 

Halving the population but doubliag the rank r»- 
sulte In no oitaDse Jhi tke total inaalt. SitnilArly, 4onlil- 
ing the populattoii 1^ hftlvtiis ^0 rftnk ramilts In no 
change. 

Surely there exists a Itmtt on the environmental In- 
sults man can tolerate. If both pi^nlation and per cap- 
ita rank increase, this level wiU be attained much 
faster tlum if one of the factors is held eomtant (eith- 
er population or the rank) Without checking both 
population and per capita rank, the limit will eventu- 
ally be reached. Thus, man's survival time can be in- 
creased by drastically decreasing the population and 
leading a gluttonous existence (high per capita rank 
alone does not assure demise) or by drastically de- 
creasing the per capita rank and allowing population 
to Increase astronomleallly. Clearly, nobody eavouses 
either of these solutions. The best solution is to op- 
tlmise population level and per capita rank at a level 
with the bast Interests for the ultimate survival of all

Medical facilities 
set for disaster

Manhattan medical facilities are prepared If a disturb- 
ance at K -State causes uulbs casualties. 

"A disaster is one of those things you just can't antici- 
pate," said Sam Gravagna, administrator of St. Mary 
Hospital. To a disaster plan ia set up by every hospital to 
facilitate orgaitetion and pm)iuiel dioring an ^aepgenoy 
situation. 

IN 1966, TfHEN a tornado hit parts of Manhattan, dls- 
^^er control plans for both St. Mary and Memorial hos- 
pitals were put into effect. 

"We were adaquately prepared for the sliuatlOB, and handled 
tbe emergency very well," Gravagna said. 

Both hospitals conduct drills at leatt once a year, which test 
the disa.stor rnntrol plan. St, Mary utilized K-State sorority mem- 
tors for simulated disaster victims during one of its drilis. 

A DIBA8TBR control plan Is based on organliatton. Personnel 
must know where tbey tre •ssMpftCd and wtot tMto ther will tove 
during an emergency. 

"When it comes to an actual dlaaster, the people involved rally 
to the situation witbont ttr«tag." Tbonss TattUuier, d^or of 
Memorial, said.

The pleaaaat cuts' on the album are decimated by several 
traelu of pretanttoms dlalofve lifted from the ftlm.

VOR nraTANOB, in 1891, an expensive stone 

was commissioned by seniors to he placed under 
Holton Hall. Twice the stone was destroyed, onee 
by nlaehleroas Juniors, and finally the amlore 
threatened legal action before the stone vaa 
stalled safely under constant guard. 

Olue, the seniors of 1892 planted a Virginia 
Creeper, a kind of Ivy, near the President's win- 
dow In Anderson. The next night. Juniors re- 
^Med It With poleon tvy. 

Permuient gifts, Uke stone gates designed for 
Memorial Stadium, often have been moved from 
the original loeaUrt. The iSie gates now sUnd 
at Mid-Campus Drive, while the 1912 light polSS 
grace the 1969 plata near Anderson. 

One recent gift in 1989 was more praetieal 
than most. The class provided Lafene Student 
Health Center with an etectricalljr heated mo- 
bile food cart. Alfo neefnl were bnnetln boards 
donated in 1948 when class members sealed thefr 
names in a tube bnrled below the cornerstoiw 
of one board. 

What will happen to the 1970 mobile 50 years 
from now? No one knows. Like the sun dial and 
the clock. It may be moved and forgotten as the 
campus changes and expands. Or perhaps new 
senior gifts will be prominent whUe idder onea
